Chicago, AuBUhi - - The financial 
failure of at least forty-eigbt banks 
and kindred institutions In the middle 
«est woulil liavo resulted had ail the 
oporntloiis of (^has. w. French andi 
lohn \V. WorthliiRton been carried to 
a flUccesBful conclusion, it was de- 
clared today by John V. CUnnln, as- 
sistant U. s. District Attorney. 

The statement was made after an 
uxambiaUon of $21,000,000 in spurious 
securities and fraudulent notes seised 
from various enterprlMS sponsored by 
the alleged heads ot the "swindling 
trust" and the m&ll rObbory group, 
who with assistants are being held 
here. 

N'ot only were financial Institutions 
to he Involved, but some of the biggest 
t'inanclal men In the ((uinlry were list- 
ed as jirospecta. The iiuinos of hun- 
dreds of prospective vielims of the 
inechlnations of the financial wisards 
was found In tho possession Of Alva 
liurshman, French's secretory, accord- 
ing to the assistant district attorney. 

Among the names listed was found 
that ot Coleman Du Pont, U. S. Sen- 
ator from Delaware, and wealthy man- 
ufacturer of exiiloslvcs. Scores of 
other nanios protMiiient In tho flnan- 
ciiil world were found in this "ledger 
of lambs." 

In contrast to the dealings of the 
uileged swindlers in inilllons and their 
(duns to wreck scores of banks, a plc- 
uro was presented Thunday ot the 
ictivltles ot the some group In what 
federal authorities termed tbe "plker^i 
rield"— cleaning war savings stamps. 

Casper Staub, Jr., a dealer to for- 
eign stamps, told Mr. CUnnln that 
Worth Ington had tried to sell him 
some war savings stamps and when 
shown stamps seized in a raid on 
Worlhlngton's otlU-.e. declared they 
wore cancelled ..tatniia and had been 
cleaned by being washed in acid.

iiinonws >)f llif iniiostllic decrees 
Barnabas and John Murk went 'to 
ryprns. the home of Barnabas, and 
we have no further record of Barna- 
bas. John Mark made good, wrote the 
itospel that bears his name, ud is re- 
ferM to by Paul in terms of commend- 
ation in more than one of his letters 
Paul and Sllaa proceeded to vialt some 
of the places where they had preached 
before, guided by the Holy Spirit In a 
remarkable way, pulled up at the an- 
cient city ,of Troy — called here Troas 
— so I'amou.s in (Irecian and Roman 
hietory. Troy is at the extreme west- 
ern boiind^iry of the continent of Asia, 
on Ihi; Hhore of what we now call the 
GieUan archlpelego, anciently called 
the Aegean Sea. Asia was the birth- 
plune of all ancient religions, includ- 
ing thn Christian religion. It was 
from Troas that Ood sent Paul and 
sues lijto Europe to carry the gospel 
of .resus Christ, and. plant it on an 
otiior continent This Is especially in 
jtercFtin ' to us because our ancestors 
■all came from Europe, with rare ex- 
I ceptlons. 

Cod. here, giive Paul a vision In 
which he saw a man of Macedonia 
I calling for help. "Come over Into 
i .Macedonia and help us" was the call 
'There were four in the company at 
' this time — Paul, Silas Timothy and 
Doctor Luke. They promptly respond- 
ed to the call, and took ahipping tor 
,the port of Naapolis, in Macedonia 
{crossing the northern arm of the 
! Aegean Sea, passing by the Island of 
; Saniothrac e From NeapoHs they went 
to I'liiliiipl. a flourishing city, ten 
miles Inland. This city was a Roman 
colony, and was governed by Roman 
lans. "On tlie Sabbath day they went 
out of the city by a river side, where 
prayer was accustomed to be made 
and sat down and spake to the women 
wh'o resorted thither." Here Is the 
first sermon preached on European 
soil, as far as we hare any record, and 
It was at a woman's prayer meeting, 
and to women. The first convert was 
a woman, Lydia, a woman of Thyatira, 
a city o? Asia Minor, a merchant "a 
seller of purple." Thyatira waa cele- 
brated for Its dyes. 

Lydia invited the missionaries to her 
home, and they accepted the Invita- 
tion. 

This introduction of the gospel Into 
Buropo is a more important event in 
hamaa history than the orosslng of 
the Halys bpr Alexander the Qreat, or 
of Caasan crossing theRnMeon. The
